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Preface 


Former editions of this catalogue bore the title Teachers’ 
Reference Library. The word “‘teachers’ ” is no longer used 
because the collection has been greatly expanded and now 
contains not only books of methodology for teachers, but 
much material that will be useful to those in other fields of 
education. 
Although the library is now designed to respond to some 
of the research needs of the Ontario Department of Educa- 
tion, it is still primarily geared to the individual teacher in 
rural and small urban centers. Where adequate educational 
reference books are not available at the local level the Pro- 
vincial Library Service will continue to serve as a central 
source from which professional literature may be borrowed. 


Regulations 
For Borrowing Books 


Borrowing privileges are available to members of the Ontario 
Department of Education, including those in Regional 
Offices, and to all public and separate school teachers ex- 
cept those in large urban centers. 

This is a free service; postage both ways is paid by the 
Department. A prepaid postage label is enclosed with each 
package to cover the return mailing of the books. 

Two books may be borrowed at one time and kept for 
three weeks. 

Renewal privileges will be extended on books not in 
popular demand, if notice of date due and name of the 
book is sent to the Provincial Library Service. 


Computers and Libraries 


To the best of our knowledge, this is the first Canadian 
catalog of library books typeset from third generation 
computer magnetic tape and produced by third generation 
photocomposition. The index was generated automatically 
from material listed in the contents — eliminating hundreds 
of hours of manual sorting and typing. Computers are 
gaining increased importance for loan services, accounting 
and card cataloging; this Reference Library shows yet 
another method of putting modern technology and com- 
puters to work. 

Two different types of computers were used during pro- 
duction: the 90 pages of contents were keypunched to 
form a third generation compatible magnetic tape master 
file, and the 150 pages of contents and index were fully 


Another important function of this library is to co-operate 
with the Professional Development Section by providing 
collections of books related to courses sponsored by the 
Department. 

-The 1970 catalogue has been produced for the first time 
by computerized typography. It is again divided into sub- 
ject categories to facilitate the search for information in the 
different disciplines. It contains an author and title index, 
and regulations governing borrowing procedures. 

Most of the material listed is of recent date and it is the 
hope of the Department that this library will encourage 
innovation, and be a useful guide to vigorous new ap- 
proaches to teaching and learning.
